Springate says video shows another 
man running hotel bathroom scam

A Lawrenceburg man sus¬ 
pected in at least four area 
hotel robberies is proclaiming 
his innocence from behind 
bars. 

Bryan Springate, 34, of 
1090 Dan Drive was hauled 
off to jail last Friday on sev¬ 
eral active bench warrants 
from Anderson County, but 
was slapped with four more 
warrants once he arrived at 
the Shelby County Detention 


Center. 

He has been charged in 
a string of hotel robberies 
stretching from Louisville 
to Lexington, during which 
police say he flooded public 
bathrooms in hotel lobbies to 
distract employees. 

“In each case, the suspect 
we believe to be Springate 
would go to the bathroom, 
either turn on a faucet or 
clog a toilet to cause a flood¬ 
ing situation,” said Sherell 
Roberts, public information

officer for the Lexington Divi¬ 
sion of Police. “He would exit 
the bathroom and go to an 
employee manning the front 
desk or wherever the money 
was kept and say, ‘Hey, the 
bathroom is overflowing.’ 

“When the employee would 
leave to tend to the situation, 
he would steal money from 
the cash register or safe, if it

Sit-in at Capitol part of 
competition on food safety

Lawrenceburg home school 
students occupied a different kind 
of classroom last Thursday — a 
sit-in in the Kentucky governor’s 
hallway.

But as members of the First 
Lego League, these students 
weren’t only protesting. 

They were competing. 

The First Lego League, an 
international robotics competition 
for children ages 9 tol6, offers an 
annual challenge for its partici¬ 
pants, with this year’s theme as 
“Food Factor: Keeping Food Safe.” 

This is the second year the 
home school students have been 
a part of the First Lego League 
challenge.

Seventh-place finish in state semis best ever for school

The Anderson County marching 
band marched right past last year’s 
state semi-final ranking, snagging sev¬ 
enth place out of 16 teams at the state 
contest on Oct. 29. 

The band was a point and a half 
away from the coveted fourth place 
spot and a place in the state finals, 
director Patrick Brady said. 

“For that fourth spot, everyone was 
battling for it,” he said. 

Anderson County earned an 83.1 
score, trailing behind first place win¬ 
ner Madisonville North Hopkins, 
which earned an 89.2. Last year, 


Anderson County placed ninth at 
semi-finals with a score of 79.7. 

“I’m tickled to death,” Brady said of 
the band’s weekend performance in 
Glasgow. “It was a little rough around 
the edges, but it was the most passion¬ 
ate performance they had.” 

Brady said the band received a 
standing ovation from the crowd, and 
some complimentary critiques from 
the judges. 

“They really thought our concept 
was really cool,” Brady said. “They 
were really impressed.” 

The marching band placed fifth in 
music scores for this year, as opposed

team’s selected topic, through websites, 
blogs, newspapers and even protests, is 
only one aspect of the competition. 

The Lego League teams are also 
manipulating robots, built using Lego 
programming to perform food safety 
tasks such as remove Lego rats and 
dishes of bacteria. 

Kelli Gowan, coach of the First Lego 
League, said Thursday’s sit-in was in 
cooperation with Sit-in for the Moun¬ 
tains, a Frankfort protest group that 
has camped out in the governor’s office 
every Thursday since last Earth Day. 

She said she had been looking for a 
group to get into contact with to help 
bring attention to the problem of mer¬ 
cury in the waterways. 

“Then we found out they’re doing 
this sit-in, and here we are,” Gowan said. 

Zach Wentz, 11, contributed the idea 
of focusing on mercury in fish as the 
students were deciding what issue to 
base their Lego League entry on. 

He said he had seen the dolphin 
documentary “The Cove,” which talked 
about the subject of mercury in fish. 

“And they had a lot of mercury in 
them and that’s when I started learning 
about mercury in fish,” Wentz said. 

“It’s dangerous,” Brandon Gowan, 11, 
agreed. 

These local Lego League teams visit¬ 
ed fish hatcheries, watched pizza being 
made at Papa John’s, took a backstage 
tour of Kroger’s operations and learned 
how Ale 8 processed its bottled soda. 

The students also talked to biologists 
and environmental experts and did 
extensive research on the subject, com¬ 
pleting detailed posters as part of their 
school curriculum. 

Student Quetzal Velasco, 13, pointed 
to paper gray cloud raining on the fish 
below on her poster, explaining step-by- 
step the connection between coal and 
increased mercury levels. 

Both she and her sister, Rio, said they 
want to get involved with the environ¬ 
ment when they grow up. 


It’s kind of hard not to, with both 
parents as biologists, their mother and 
team mentor Lisa Velasco said, adding 
that she and her daughters attended a 
Sit-in with the Mountains protest last 
Valentine’s Day. 

Rio said she wants to be president 
one day, and change everything, but 
she’s not sure of her platform yet. 

“That, I do not know,” she said. 

The students do know a solution to 
prevent mercury consumption — ther¬ 


mometers that read mercury levels. 

Stick a thermometer in the muscle 
tissue of the fish, and it will give a read¬ 
ing of how high the mercury levels in 
the fish are, the students said. It’d be 
inexpensive enough that commercial 
hatcheries and individual fishermen 
would use it. 

“Then you’ll know if it’s safe to eat or 
not,” Nick Gnadinger, 10, said. 

The recent protests across the coun¬ 
try were part of the reason the group 


wanted to do the sit-in, Gowan said, to 
show the students that if they cared 
about something enough, they could do 
something about it. 

“But in a very peaceful way,” Gowan 
said with a smile. “Maybe meet the gov¬ 
ernor.” 

The regional tournament for the 
First Lego League 2011 challenge will be 
held in Mt. Washington on Dec. 3.

was open.” 

Springate is accused 
of repeating the scam 
at a number of hotels, 
and a Lexington TV sta¬ 
tion showed surveillance 
video of what police say 
is him doing so at the 
Richmond La Quinta 
Inn. 

From his jail cell, 
Springate reportedly told 
television station Lexl8 
that the video is of some¬

and a whole lot stockier 
than me,” he said. “My 
innocence will show, and 
they’ll be looking for 
him again.” 

A still image taken 
from the La Quinta Inn 
surveillance video Oct. 1 
shows a man police say 
is Springate with a thin 
beard. An inmate photo 
taken Oct. 28 at the 
Shelby County Jail shows 
Springate with a heavy 
beard and a hairline that 
is receded well above his 


forehead, which doesn’t 
appear to match that of 
the man in the surveil¬ 
lance photo. 

The hotel robberies 
have been going on for 
months, and last week 
Lexington police asked 
the public for help in 
identifying a suspect. 
Springate was named, 
and police began search¬ 
ing for him. 

He was nabbed on an 
unrelated charge last 
Friday night by Deputy 


Patrick Beasley of the 
Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office at a residence 
on Riley Lane in Law- 
renceburg. 

That charge stemmed 
from the theft of a john 
boat earlier this year on 
Johnson Road, which 
triggered a bench war¬ 
rant. 

Springate, who has a 
lengthy criminal record, 
was also wanted on 
warrants for failure to 
attend a driving under 


the influence class fol¬ 
lowing an arrest for DUI. 
Another was for failing 
to report to a mandatory 
drug-screening test. 

Bail was set at $644 
cash on the boat theft 
charge, and Springate 
was denied bond due 
to being a “flight risk,” 
according to documents 
on file in Anderson 
County District Court.

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According to Beshear, 
his father and grandfa¬ 
ther, both Baptist min¬ 
isters, instilled in him a 
responsibility to God and 
family. His mother, who 
found time to give back 
to her community while 
raising five children, 
inspired him to serve his 
community and state. 

Beshear earned his 
undergraduate and law 
degrees from the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky. While 
at University of Ken¬ 
tucky he met his wife, 
Jane, to whom he has 
been married for more 
than 42 years. They have 
two sons, Jeff and Andy, 
and three grandchildren. 

Before being elected 
governor, Beshear served 
as state representative, 
attorney general and 
lieutenant governor. 

Following government 
service, Beshear returned 
to the private sector as 
an attorney and senior 
executive of a multistate 
law firm. 

Beshear says jobs, 
education and energy are 
the top issues facing Ken¬ 
tuckians today. 

“Right now, there’s 
no bigger issue facing 
the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky than getting 
our people back to work,” 
Beshear said. “Many 
families continue to 
struggle to regain finan¬ 
cial security. But as gover¬ 
nor I have implemented 
several initiatives that 
are helping turn our 
economy around. In fact, 
Kentucky’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate has dropped in 
the last three consecutive 
months.” 

Beshear says his 
administration is dedi¬ 
cated to giving businesses 
the tools they need to be 
successful, such as mod¬ 
ernizing development 
incentives. Passed in 2009, 
the initiative has led 350 
companies to invest more 
than $3.4 billion and 
creating and retaining 
thousands of jobs, Bes¬ 
hear said. 

Beshear said Kentucky 
needs long-term solutions 
to the economic prob¬ 
lems. Among the solu¬ 
tions, he said, is invest¬ 
ment in people. 

Despite nine budget 
shortfalls in three years, 
Beshear says he always 
protected the SEEK for¬ 
mula, which provides 
basic funding for public 


schools. That, plus join¬ 
ing a national effort to 
develop a set of academic 
standards, Beshear said, 
led to Kentucky being 
ranked 19 on Educa¬ 
tion Week’s 2011 Quality 
Counts report. 

Beshear’s adminis¬ 
tration also fought to 
expand higher education 
opportunities, secur¬ 
ing a $50 million bond 
to ensure student loans 
remained available to 
Kentuckians. 

On the issue of energy, 
Beshear cites indepen¬ 
dent studies that predict 
the demand for power in 
Kentucky will grow 40 
percent by 2025. 

Beshear says he 
has also implemented 
programs that seek to 
increase the state’s use of 
renewable energies. 

Beshear says Kentuck¬ 
ians should vote for him 
because he has proven 
that he will govern the 
state with the same small 
town values he learned 
growing up in Dawson 
Springs. 

He says he has also 
proven that he is a 
responsible leader, cut¬ 
ting more than $1 billion 
in spending during the 
recession and made state 
government leaner and 
more efficient. 

“I have worked across 
party lines on our state’s 
long-term challenges, 
such as streamlining 
Kentucky’s penal code, 
reforming the public 
employees’ pension sys¬ 
tem and modernizing 
the unemployment 
insurance system,” Bes¬ 
hear said. “Earlier this 
year, I brought both 
parties together to shift 
Kentucky’s Medicaid 
program to the man¬ 
aged-care delivery model, 
which will save critical 
taxpayer dollars, stream¬ 
line services, improve 
care and health outcomes 
and create nearly 550 
jobs. 

Gatewood Galbraith 

Born in Carlisle, Ky., 
Gatewood Galbraith 
moved to Lexington with 
his family in 1959. His 
father owned a service 
station/garage and his 
mother was a housewife. 
He has six brothers and 
sisters. 

Galbraith graduated 
from Lafayette High 


School in 1965, was honor¬ 
ably discharged from the 
U.S. Marine Corps in 1966 
and worked a variety 
of jobs before deciding 
to go back to school and 
become an attorney. He 
graduated from the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky in 
1974, and UK law school 
in 1977. 

“In 19711 was 24 years 
old and a milkman when 
I decided to go to school, 
become an attorney, 
become governor and lift 
Kentucky out of poverty,” 
Galbraith said. “I have 
gotten up every morning 
for the past 40 years to do 
that.” 

Galbraith began his 
law practice in 1981, con¬ 
centrating on criminal 
defense and serious per¬ 
sonal injury. 

Galbraith has three 
children and two grand¬ 
children. 

His running mate is 
Dea Riley. 

Restoring trust and 
integrity in government 
is the top issue facing 
Kentucky. 

“So many good people 
won’t even take part in 
the process because it is 
so corrupt and distaste¬ 
ful,” Galbraith said. “We 
need well-intentioned 
and honorable people 
to take part to make the 
system work. Otherwise 
it will continue to shred 
every decent effort to 
advance the people’s 
interests. We can do this 
by making transparency 
and honesty the hall¬ 
marks of our administra¬ 
tion.” 

Jobs and the economy 
are also among the top 
issues facing the state, 
Galbraith said. 

“Jobs and the economy 
are all tied into education, 
so I propose the ‘Com¬ 
monwealth Incentive.’ 

I believe that each high 
school graduate should 
get a $5,000 voucher for 
books, tuition and fees 
to any institution within 
Kentucky that can train 
them for employment, 
whether it be college, 
vocational school or 
workplace training.” Gal¬ 
braith said the state must 
move past what he calls 
a “narrow view of higher 
education.” 

“Our C and D students 
deserve the opportu¬ 
nity to be trained into 
employability also,” he 
said. “This plan should

inspire lots of students in 
many poorer counties to 
consider efforts to contin¬ 
ue their education after 
high school and it should 
attract many vocational 
schools and worker train¬ 
ing programs to locate 
in Kentucky because it 
would be a target-rich 
environment for students 
to train, especially for 
new and emerging indus¬ 
tries.” 

The third most press¬ 
ing issue, Galbraith said, 
is energy and the envi¬ 
ronment. 

“We are against Moun¬ 
tain Top Removal, but we 
are not against coal,” he 
said. “MTR is simply too 
destructive a method for 
mining. It destroys home¬ 
steads and waterways of 
other property owners. 

It must be stopped and 
coal mined in more tra¬ 
ditional forms. Also we 
must look to bio-fuels 
development and alterna¬ 
tive energies. Everything 
should be set on the 
table.” 

Galbraith said voters 
should elect him because 
state government is dys¬ 
functional, and “rapid 
party partisanship” is the 
main reason. 

“My opponents are 
both products of the par¬ 
ties and are therefore 
unable to disengage from 
that partisanship long 
enough to work with the 
other side to get the job 
done,” he said. “Dea and I 
are totally Independents. 
We have no party affilia¬ 
tion whatsoever. We don’t 
care who gets credit for 
doing what is right on 
behalf of the people. 

“We are not asking 
people to renounce their 
party or vote for the 
dreaded other party. Keep 
your senators and rep¬ 
resentatives but put an 
independent governor at 
the top.

David Williams 

A state senator since 
1987 and current Ken¬ 


tucky Senate president, 
David Williams is a grad¬ 
uate of the University of 
Kentucky and earned his 
law degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville. 

Williams, a resident of 
Burkesville, served as a 
state representative from 
1985 to 1986. 

Williams and his wife, 
Robyn Edmonds Wil¬ 
liams, have two children. 

His running mate is 
Richie Farmer, who is 
currently serving as state 
agriculture commis¬ 
sioner. 

The top issue facing 
Kentucky is the lack of 
jobs. 

“The state is facing an 
unemployment crisis,” 
Williams said. “We have 
near 10 percent unem¬ 
ployment, and near 20 
percent ‘under’ employ¬ 
ment, adding in people 
who are working part- 
time but would like to be 
working full time.” 

Creating and retain¬ 
ing jobs starts with tax 
reform, Williams said, 
specifically eliminating 
the state’s income taxes. 

“I want to form an 
expert panel to redesign 
our tax code without the 
productivity taxes that 
drive jobs to other states,” 
he said. “I also want to 
enact a series of tax relief 
‘jumpstarts’ to get our 
economy moving in the 
short term while the 
panel is writing a new tax 
code. 

“One of the ‘jump- 
starts’ is the elimination 
of the state’s portion of 
the vehicle tax that all 
Kentucky families pay.” 

Another top issue is 
health care, Williams 
said, and that “Gov. Bes¬ 
hear refuses to fight the 
Obama administration’s 
unconstitutional health 
care law in court.” 

Williams said he will 
challenge “Obamacare.” 

“I also think it will 
destroy some rural hos¬ 
pitals, costing us jobs and 
medical access,” he said. 
“The Kentucky Hospital 
Association says it will 
cost state hospitals $1.2 


billion eventually, and 
estimates are it will add 
300,000 new people to 
the state’s Medicaid rolls 
- we already have a bud¬ 
get problem in Medicaid 
under existing numbers. 
I’m ready to fight this 
law; Gov. Beshear and 
[Attorney General] Jack 
Conway apparently sup¬ 
port it.” 

Williams also proposes 
utilizing the state’s coal 
reserves to drive down 
energy costs, open the 
doors for nuclear power, 
reform the state’s public 
pension and unemploy¬ 
ment insurance systems 
and reform the education 
system. 

“I also have a plan for 
education that includes 
rewarding teachers for 
better performance, 
allowing voluntary char¬ 
ter schools, and continu¬ 
ing the focus we’ve start¬ 
ed in the State Senate. 

Williams said he will 
also fight for pro-life leg¬ 
islation. 

Williams said voters 
should cast their ballots 
for the Williams/Farmer 
ticket because they have 
a clear platform, which 
is available at www.wil- 
liamsfarmer.com. 

“This race should be 
about the future, and 
voters should hold us to 
high standards when it 
comes to putting forth 
our ideas and agenda to 
solve problems,” Williams 
said. “I’ve put my ideas on 
paper and on the Inter¬ 
net for anyone to see. 

I’ve attended dozens of 
forums and debates and 
will take a question from 
anyone. Where is the gov¬ 
ernor?

A case for, against 
health director 

T he Anderson County Board of Health will likely decide the 
fate of embattled health director Brandon Hurley when it 
meets Thursday night. 

This newspaper has not endorsed keeping him or firing him, 
and will not do so here. Instead, well examine the pros and cons of 
each. 

First some background. Hurley has been health director for 
about three years. Soon after he came aboard, the health board 
— an unelected group of residents with varied professional back¬ 
grounds — continued a decade-long discussion on whether to con¬ 
struct a new building. 

That decision resulted in the new facility near 
Walmart, which board member Keith Klink accurate¬ 
ly predicted the night of that vote would be a “public 
relations nightmare.” 

Klink, who voted against the building, was indeed 
prescient. That building and its $2 million price tag 
drew remarkable public anger, based largely on 
spending so much money during the onset of what 
has proven a terrible recession. 

That nightmare got worse over the next two years Ben 
as the health department’s budget started hemor- Carlson 

rhaging cash to the tune of $13,000 a month, forcing Genera | mana g ef 

the health board to sink hundreds of thousands of _ 

dollars into the budget from its dwindling reserves. 

Doing so avoided layoffs and reductions in services or 
a massive tax increase, along with repeated warnings from health 
board members to Hurley to fix the budget problems. 

To date that hasn’t happened, leading board member Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway to call for Hurley’s ouster. 



The case for keeping Hurley 

1. Hurley didn’t vote for the new building. As director, he can’t 
vote but is expected to make recommendations. He did just that, 
giving the board a list of a dozen options that included expanding 
the old location, purchasing and remodeling less expensive exist¬ 
ing structures and others. The health board settled on the third 
and most expensive option on the list, the land near Walmart. 
Hurley clearly favored that option, but again, didn’t vote on it. 

2. Hurley offered budgetary solutions. Hurley followed his 
orders from the previous year to fix his budget by presenting a 
variety of options earlier this year. Those options included cutting 
staff and services or raising taxes at least 33 percent. Realizing 
how unpalatable each of those options were to an already angry 
public, the health board opted to spend its shrinking reserves, 
again putting the onus on Hurley to fix the budget problem. 

3. Fire him, then what? Aside from some possible salary relief, 
firing Hurley won’t fix the budget problems. The health board 
as much as admitted two weeks ago that the only real solutions 
lie in cutting costs or increasing revenue. Because 80-plus percent 
of the budget is payroll, cutting costs equates to cutting humans, 
a prospect that would only lead to dwindling services at a time 
when the demand for them is real. As for revenue, squeezing the 
indigent for payments isn’t the answer, which leaves property 
taxes as the only true option. Given the budget problems, higher 
property taxes will be a reality whether Hurley is fired or stays. 


The case for firing Hurley 

1. It doesn’t matter that Hurley didn’t vote for the building 
or budgets. That’s true, because he certainly lobbied to get both 
approved, and that’s a problem. The health board relies heavily 
on its director to make suggestions and, particularly on the build¬ 
ing, received some remarkably poor advice. Hurley compounded 
that poor advice by stating clearly that the new building would 
not force a tax increase, grossly underestimating the impact of a 
bad economy on his department. 

2. Crisis in confidence. Hurley continues to have the support of 
at least several health board members, but it’s clear that around 
half want him out. From vague meeting minutes to complaints 
of him failing to turn over requested documentation, Hurley has 
lost the confidence of a significant portion of the health board. 
The public’s confidence isn’t any better, and the longer both lin¬ 
ger, the worse it will be for the health department to ever shed 
its image of nothing more than an unnecessary building that cost 
taxpayers millions. 

That confidence crisis extends to Hurley’s staff, which is clear¬ 
ly divided in camps of those who want him to stay and others 
who want him out. 

3. Image is everything. While blame for what has happened 
can be assigned elsewhere, Hurley remains the face behind those 
problems. Viewed by many on the board as aloof and unwilling 
to do as he’s told, he’s also viewed very negatively by many of the 
people paying his salary — the taxpayers. Snide remarks to angry 
residents and board members during meetings don’t help, either. 

4. Avoiding the inevitable. Let’s face it, at some point the health 
board is going to have to raise taxes to stave off insolvency. Doing 
so is going to enrage an already angry public, particularly if Hur¬ 
ley remains in charge. 

If he’s gone, that increase might be a little more palatable if 
the public believes the board, and whoever replaces Hurly, is sin¬ 
cere in trying to get the department on the right track.

Getting rid of health director is the answer 


To the editor: 

s everyone now knows 
there are not enough 
funds to pay for the 
new health department 
building without raising 
taxes, which is unaccept¬ 
able at this time and in the 
future. 

When the building went 
out for bids, it was 
not stipulated that 
the subcontract¬ 
ing be done locally. 

This should have 
been considered 
by health director 
Brandon Hurley, 
but he consulted 
with no one over the 
possibility of using 
local businesses. 

Knowing that there were 
insufficient funds, the direc¬ 
tor decided to purchase over 
$60,000 in new office furni¬ 
ture. This was done without 
consulting the health board. 
How is that for arrogance? 

The director then wanted 
to raise taxes and had charts 
showing how much to raise 
them at one meeting. The 
public was greatly opposed, 
and [health board chairman] 
Dr. Andy Bustin had prom¬ 
ised that taxes would not be 
raised when it was decided 
to building a new health 
department. Along with his 
charts to raise taxes, Hurley 
also proposed laying off 
employees. 

Since the layoff threat, he 
has hired another RN and 
promoted his assistant to a 
supervisory position. The 
biggest expense, other than 
the building, is staff salaries. 
There are 13 people in the 
building (not counting the 
school nurses) with four, 
counting Hurley, supervising 
the other nine. 

Do not bother to just walk 
in and ask for anything like 
a tetanus shot, as you will 
be told that you need an 
appointment even though 
there is no one else seeking 
any medical treatment. After 
getting an appointment, you 
will have to wait 15 minutes 
to be seen, even though there 
are no other patients. 

What is keeping them so 
busy that they can’t see one 
person is beyond me. I realize 
that to look and feel impor¬ 
tant, one must have a num¬ 
ber of people under them 
and a big impressive office. 

Well, the director has set 
himself up for this, and is so 
important he doesn’t even 
have to be there all the time. 

As a taxpayer, I see no rea¬ 
son to have a full-time direc¬ 
tor, and no need to have two 
supervisors. It might be of 
interest to the health board 
to compare the director’s 
salary from the time he 


convinced the board of his 
inability to do the job on a 
part-time basis and what he 
is taking in now. (I did not say 
“earnings” because I don’t 
think he has ever earned his 
pay.) 

I would also like to know 
why was given a blank check 
to purchase, hire and pay the 


employees whatever meets 
his fancy. Just what is the 
purpose of having a health 
board when he does as he 
pleases? 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway was kind 
enough to provide minutes 
from the June board meet¬ 
ing, which were comparable 
to those that a middle school 
child hoping to get at least a 
grade of C would hand in. It 
was the most inexcusable job 
I have ever seen, and makes 
the board look as though it 
just showed up and got noth¬ 
ing done. 

Before the board’s reserve 
funds are depleted, it is going 
to have to do something. 
Perhaps it might consider 
getting rid of the big spend¬ 
ing, arrogant director and 
stopping the last promotion 
of someone who is not really 
needed. The board would do 
well to let Conway do what 
needs to be done, as he seems 
to be the only one with a 
plan.

Working hard to help 
disabled voters 

To the editor: 

eople with disabilities 
have the right, like 
other registered voters, 


to cast their ballots at polling 
places that are accessible to 
them. 

This includes, but is not 
limited to, people physically 
accessing their polling places 
in order to vote independent¬ 
ly and privately. 

You may have been noti¬ 
fied that your polling place 
has been moved or 
noticed some changes 
when you voted in 
your May primary. 
These changes have 
happened for Ken¬ 
tucky to be in com¬ 
pliance with federal 
laws regarding voter 
access. Kentucky, like 
all other states, is 
required by several 
federal laws, including the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act and the Help America 
Vote Act, to make voting 
fully accessible to all voters, 
regardless of disability. 

We, as advocates, have 
heard from people with dis¬ 
abilities over the years who 
have used absentee ballots 
to vote because they were 
unable to enter their polling 
places due to physical barri¬ 
ers. Use of absentee ballots 
should no longer be neces¬ 
sary. 

[State officials], the Ken¬ 
tucky Disabilities Coalition 
and other disability rights 
advocates have been working 
hard to ensure that polling 
places are physically acces¬ 
sible and have at least one 
accessible voting machine. 
Kentuckians with disabili¬ 
ties can vote independently 
and privately. No longer are 
individuals with disabilities 
prevented from casting their 
votes in booths like other 
registered voters. 

If you are an individual 
with a disability who experi¬ 
ences problems with acces¬ 
sibility on Election Day, call 
your county clerk for help 
at 839-3041. You may also 
contact the state Board of 
Elections at 800-246-1399, 
Protection and Advocacy 
at 800-372-2988 or the state 
office of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act at 877-423- 
2933.

W ith less than a week before 
Election Day, I thought I 
would address some key issues 
that will help the process run smoother. 

Many voters don’t know which 
precinct they live in. There are several 
ways to find out. You may call our 
office at 839-3041 or you 
may go to the state Board 
of Elections website at 
www.elect.ky.gov. You will 
then be able to see which 
precinct you are in and 
where you go to vote. A 
map of each precinct in 
Anderson County can be 
viewed on our website at 
http://andersoncounty- 
clerk.ky.gov. 

Some voting locations 
may house more than one 
voting precinct. These loca¬ 
tions will have information desks once 
you enter the voting area. Trained elec¬ 
tion officers have a complete list of all 
registered voters in Anderson County. 
They can tell you which precinct you 
are registered in and will be glad to 
point you in the right direction. 

You will see signs at each voting 
location that will instruct you to have 
your ID ready. This will allow the elec¬ 
tion officers to properly identify each 
voter as required by law. You will also 
be asked your current address. Once 
your name is found on the roster and 
you have signed, you will be allowed to 
choose either the electronic paper bal¬ 
lot scanning machine or the accessible 
machine. 


Votes are stored on memory cards on 
both machines and are tabulated the 
same way at the courthouse after the 
polls are closed. 

If your name is not on the roster, it 
could be that you moved since the last 
election and either failed to change 
your address or you could have moved 
after Oct. 11, which is the last day to 
make any changes. 

If you moved within Anderson 
County then you can fill out an oath of 
voter card, a new voter registration card 
and sign the supplemental roster at 
your new precinct. If you moved from 
another county on or before Oct. 11, 
then you will not be able to vote in this 
general election. 

You should fill out a new voter regis¬ 
tration card at your new precinct before 
you leave. You will then be eligible to 
vote in the May primary. If you moved 
from another county after Oct. 11, you 
can vote one last time at your former 
precinct in your former county. 

A voter can request assistance with 
voting. You may bring someone with 
you or you may ask the help of the elec¬ 
tion officers. A voter assistance form 
must be filled out and signed before 
anyone can assist a voter. 

Some rules in the voting area: 

1) . Voters must have ID ready. 

2) . Voters must state current address. 

3) . Voters must sign the precinct ros¬ 
ter. 

4) . Voters can’t electioneer. (Talk¬ 
ing about candidates while waiting to 
vote or after they have voted could be 
viewed as electioneering.) 


5) . Voters must leave the voting area 
as soon as they have cast their ballot. 

6) . Voters should report any problems 
to the county clerk’s office immediately.

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Conway, P'Pool battle for attorney general's office

Despite advertisements and 
debates to the contrary, attor¬ 
ney general candidates Jack 
Conway and Todd PPool do 
have a few things in common. 

Conway, the democratic 
candidate and current attor¬ 
ney general, will face P’Pool, 
the republican candidate, on 
Election Day, Nov. 8. 

Conway, 42, believes his 
record shows his dedication to 
the attorney general’s office, a 
position he has held since 2008. 

P’Pool, 38, said he thinks it 
is time for the state to have an 
“independent attorney general, 
free from special interests and 
free from conflicts of interest.” 

Place your bets 

One issue on which they 
agree is gambling: both believe 
it is time for Kentucky to have 
a referendum on the issue to 
let voters decide on a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 


Conway said letting Ken¬ 
tuckians vote on the issue is 
the “cleanest thing to do.” 

Conway said his office has 
issued gambling-related rul¬ 
ings, including several regard¬ 
ing peri-mutual betting. 

P’Pool agreed that it “is 
time for Kentucky to have a 
referendum on this issue,” and 
is concerned with Conway’s 
involvement with the racing 
industry. 

“It’s a travesty of justice 
when Conway’s father serves 
on the racing board,” he said. 

Prescribing a solution 

Both candidates also agree 
the war on drugs needs to con¬ 
tinue in Kentucky. 

P’Pool cited the success of 
the Western Kentucky Center 
for Teen Challenge Interna¬ 
tional, of which he is founder 
and president. 

The center offers “faith- 
based drug recovery,” he said, 
and has an 86 percent success 


rate. 

“We’re getting folks off 
drugs with no cost to taxpay¬ 
ers,” he said. 

But, P’Pool said drug issues 
need to be addressed in ele¬ 
mentary school to influence 
the children of drug users. 

“The best anti-drug is a job 
and an education,” he said. 

Conway pointed out the 
drug task force he formed in 
2009, which continues to fight 
against the misuse of prescrip¬ 
tion pills. 

His office has worked with 
Florida officials to keep pre¬ 
scription drugs from being 
shipped to Kentucky and 
believes mail order companies 
need to be watched. 

Many insurance companies 
are promoting 90 day supplies 
of medications, he said, which 
may not always be a great 
idea. 

“We don’t need people get¬ 
ting 90 day supplies of Hydro- 
codone,” he said. 


Keep digging 

Both Conway and P’Pool 
believe new Environmental 
Protection Agency regulations 
will hurt Kentucky coal. 

P’Pool cited a West Virginia 
federal judge’s ruling earlier 
this month, where the judge 
ruled the EPA has been over¬ 
stepping its authority. 

Both cited the recent rate 
increases announced by utility 
companies, which P’Pool said 
could raise prices by 20 per¬ 
cent in four years. 

“I’m going to fight,” Con¬ 
way said. “I don’t deny global 
warming, but Kentucky is dis¬ 
proportionately affected.” 

Caring about health 

Conway and P’Pool have 
very different stances when 
it comes to health care policy 
— or at least the attorney gen¬ 
eral’s role in it. 

P’Pool has criticized Con¬ 
way for not fighting against 


“Obamacare,” President Bar¬ 
rack Obama’s health care leg¬ 
islation. 

“In my first month as attor¬ 
ney general, history would 
record Kentucky joined this 
fight to protect state sover¬ 
eignty,” P’Pool said. 

Conway said he is putting 
Kentucky first and dealing 
with “practical issues that 
have day-to-day implications” 
on state residents. 

Conway rejected a request 
from the Republicans in 
Kentucky’s House and Senate 
to join the legal constitutional 
challenge of the reform last 
spring, and said the legal basis 
for those state lawsuits are 
“based on questionable legal 
principles.” 

“People in Kentucky 
are sick of hearing about 
Washington,” Conway said. 
“I’m not going to take the 
thinly-stretched resources of 
Kentucky and put them on a 
Washington stump.” 


Edelen, Kemper III vie to replace outgoing state auditor Luallen

On Nov. 8, two candidates 
will vie to replace outgoing 
Kentucky State Auditor Crit 
Luallen. 

Adam Edelen, the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate, and John T. 
Kemper III, the Republican 
candidate, will go head-to- 
head to see who will fill that 
vacancy. 

Adam Edelen 

At 36, Adam Edelen may 
be young, but he’s had a lot of 
experience in both business 
and government. 


Edelen said he is running 
for Kentucky state auditor 
because he would like to see 
the government “cut the fat 
and replace it with muscle.” 

Edelen said his combination 
of skills in business and gov¬ 
ernment uniquely qualifies 
him for the state auditor posi¬ 
tion. He pointed to his time as 
director of Kentucky Home¬ 
land Security as a critical time 
in his career in preparation to 
become state auditor. 

“In this role I made major 
contributions to the adminis¬ 
tration’s acclaimed efforts in 
the areas of children’s health 


insurance, education policy 
and the sound fiscal manage¬ 
ment of the state in a time of 
historic economic difficulty,” 
he said. 

Edelen cited John Kemper’s 
personal financial issues as a 
reason why he is more quali¬ 
fied to be Kentucky’s next 
state auditor. 

“The fact that my opponent 
is in personal bankruptcy, and 
has also been a chief principal 
in a business bankruptcy rais¬ 
es serious concerns about his 
ability to responsibly oversee 
taxpayer dollars and achieve 
his campaign platform of ‘A 


debt-free Kentucky,”’ Edelen 
said. 

John! Kemper III 

Attempts to receive a com¬ 
pleted questionnaire from 
Kemper were unsuccessful, 
despite a phone conversation 
and multiple email conversa¬ 
tions from two different email 
accounts affiliated with the 
candidate. 

On his website, John Kem¬ 
per said that he is running 
for Kentucky State Auditor 
because Tor the last 35 years 
Kentuckians have allowed the 
Democratic Party to chart the 


economic course’ of the state. 

“I believe a total restructur¬ 
ing of our bloated state gov¬ 
ernment is essential in meet¬ 
ing our responsibilities to the 
people of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky,” he wrote on the 
website. 

“I will be a relentless voice 
for fiscal responsibility in 
Frankfort.” 

Kemper, according to mul¬ 
tiple media sources, including 
The Lexington Herald-Leader, 
has filed for Chapter 11 bank¬ 
ruptcy protection in 2009 after 
a real estate project didn’t turn 
out as expected.

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Secretary of State candidates believe in their backgrounds

Bill Johnson is running for 
Kentucky Secretary of State 
because he is concerned about 
the future of the Common¬ 
wealth. Alison Lundergan 
Grimes is running because 
Kentuckians are hurting and 
she thinks they need and 
deserve strong leaders. 

Grimes, 32, the Democratic 
candidate, and Johnson, 44, 
the Republican candidate, will 
square off on Election Day, 
Nov. 8. 

Identification, please 

Grimes and Johnson dif¬ 
fer with regard to what kind 
of identification should be 
required when someone shows 
up to vote. 


Grimes said she supports 
the law as it exists today. She 
noted that Chapter 117.227 of 
the Kentucky Revised Statutes 
requires that a voter either 
be recognized as a personal 
acquaintance of a poll worker 
or that a voter provide identi¬ 
fication, such as a credit card, 
driver’s license or Social Secu¬ 
rity card. 

Johnson, however, is advo¬ 
cating for a change in the 
law. He would prefer that 
Kentucky require all voters to 
produce photo identification 
on Election Day. In his view, 
it is a common sense security 
measure. 

Address verification 

Another issue that has 
come up as a difference 


between the candidates is 
address verification. 

In June, the Board of Elec¬ 
tions issued a memo explain¬ 
ing how homeless individuals 
should be registered to vote. 
The memo advises that voters 
who are homeless should be 
registered in the courthouse 
precinct in their communities. 

Johnson said allowing 
people to list their address as 
“place to place” rather than 
an identifiable location could 
open up elections to fraud. 

Grimes said the state’s eligi¬ 
bility requirements for voters 
are spelled out in KRS Chap¬ 
ter 116.025, which reads that 
any resident of the state and 
precinct in which he or she 
is registered to vote and who 
meets the qualification to vote 


is allowed to vote. 

Down to business 

In addition to overseeing 
elections, the Secretary of 
State’s Office also handles a 
variety of business records for 
the Commonwealth. 

Both candidates spoke 
of the need to improve the 
efforts started under for¬ 
mer Secretary of State Trey 
Grayson to implement a “one 
stop shop” for businesses to 
file their information with 
the state. Both candidates 
also mentioned Senate Bill 8, 
which will require the Secre¬ 
tary of State’s Office to create 
an online portal so business 
will have one place to go to 
file their required documenta¬ 
tion. 


Johnson said in the private 
sector, he worked on Y2K 
remediation efforts, global 
information security efforts 
and helped save more than 
$300 million in his informa¬ 
tion technology role. He said 
this will be helpful in the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s Office. 

“I learned in the mid-’90s at 
General Electric, how to really 
make processes efficient, cut 
waste, and improve quality,” 
he said. 

Grimes pointed to her back¬ 
ground as a business attorney. 
She said she knows the laws 
inside and out that affect busi¬ 
nesses, and she knows that 
those laws need to be changed 
to help Kentucky reach out to 
and recruit small businesses 
and non-profit organizations. 


Farmer vs. a farmer in race to replace Farmer for ag commissioner

One candidate to be 
Kentucky’s Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture has 
done stand-up comedy. 
His opponent thinks his 
campaign is a joke. 

The Democratic can¬ 
didate, Robert “Bob” 
Farmer of Louisville 
operates his own market¬ 
ing firm, in addition to 
his occasional comedy 
performances. James 
Comer of Monroe Coun¬ 
ty, the Republican can¬ 
didate, is a farmer who 
has also served as a state 
representative. 

James Comer 

Comer, 38, is a fifth- 
generation farmer from 
Tompkinsville, and he 
has served as the state 
representative in the 
53rd District for 11 years. 
In the legislature, he 
has served on the agri¬ 
culture committee and 
the Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Oversight 
Committee. 

Comer said he is com¬ 
mitted to keeping 50 
percent of the tobacco 
settlement money dedi¬ 
cated to the Agriculture 
Development Board. He 
also said the commis¬ 
sioner serves as co-chair 
of that board, and that 
is a job he will take seri¬ 
ously. 

To boost the horse 
industry, Comer wants 
horse breeders to 
receive the same sales 
tax exemptions that he 
receives as a cattle pro¬ 
ducer. 

While ethanol has 
been promoted as an 
alternative to petroleum 
fuel, Comer said he does 
not support continuing 
corn subsidies for etha¬ 
nol. He supports ethanol 
research and develop¬ 
ment, but he believes it 
will come from non-corn 
sources in the future. 

Comer noted that the 
morale in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture is 
low. He hopes to change 
that by being a commis¬ 
sioner who is “active, 
informed and accessible”.

He plans to sit down 
with each division of 
the department and look 
for ways to reorganize 
the department to bet¬ 
ter reflect the constant 
changes within agricul¬ 
ture. 

“There are areas of 
agriculture that are 
high growth areas that I 
don’t think we are keep¬ 
ing up with the times,” 
Comer said. “For exam¬ 
ple, organic farming, 
There’s a huge demand 
for organically grown 
foods in Kentucky. I don’t 
think we’re meeting the 
demands in Kentucky by 


any stretch of the imagi¬ 
nation.” 

Robert'Bob' Farmer 

Farmer, 61, has owned 
his own marketing firm 
for 30 years, and he 
wants to put his experi¬ 
ence and skills to work 
for the people of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Farmer reiterated that 
much of the commis¬ 
sioner’s work involves 
managing people and 
money, overseeing regu¬ 
lations and making sure 
inspections are taking 
place. After that, he said 
the commissioner is the 


chief marketing agent 
and spokesperson, advo¬ 
cate and lobbyist for 
Kentucky agriculture. 

Like Comer, Farmer 
also wants to continue 
designating 50 percent of 
the tobacco settlement 
fund for the Agriculture 
Development Board. He 
said those funds have 
helped make Kentucky 
the largest cattle-produc¬ 
ing state east of the Mis¬ 
sissippi and helped the 
rise of poultry farming 
in Kentucky. 

“We’re in a real transi¬ 
tion period, and we want 
to guard that money 


carefully and make sure 
it’s wisely administered,” 
he said. 

Farmer would like 
to extend the sales tax 
exemption enjoyed by 
livestock farmers to the 
horse industry and con¬ 
tinue the thoroughbred 
breeders incentive pro¬ 
gram. 

He added that he 
wants to use his market¬ 
ing expertise to benefit 
the horse industry. He 
also said the state needs 
to uphold Kentucky’s 
reputation for producing 
the best thoroughbreds. 

“They’re better than 


thoroughbreds that are 
bred in Florida or Texas 
or California. That’s a 
marketing thing and we 
want to keep that going,” 
Farmer said. 

Turning to another 
segment of the ag indus¬ 
try, Farmer said dairy 
farming might be the 
hardest job in agricul¬ 
ture. He said he’s not 
sure if there is anything 
the Department of Agri¬ 
culture can do about 
retail pricing of dairy 
products, but he wants to 
work to improve the net 
farm income across the 
state.

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Presentation features last Shaker

On Nov. 10 the Anderson 
County Humanities Council 
will provide an opportunity to 
hear the story of Mary Settles, 
the last Shaker at Pleasant Hill. 

Janet Scott, who portrays 
Mary, will tell Mary’s story 
from 7-8 p.m. at the Emma 
B. Ward Elementary School 
library. 

Mary Settles was born Oct. 
31,1835, in Louisville. Her 
mother, Mary Ann, died during 
childbirth, leaving Mary to be 
raised by her father, Daniel. 

Mary developed a love for 
learning at an early age and 
was drawn to teaching imme¬ 
diately. She was teaching in the 
Louisville Public School sys¬ 
tem when she married Frank 
Settles. 

News of settlers in Missouri 
carving out a new nation trav¬ 
eled rapidly and Mary’s hus¬ 
band was eager to join them. 
Frank planned that he and 
Mary would have a large fam¬ 
ily — at least 10 children — to 
work the land. 

When Mary gave birth to 
their second child, she nearly 
died. The midwife told her 
she could not have any more 
children. This didn’t fit in with 
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Jane Scott (above) portrays Mary 
Settles on Nov. 10 at Emma B. Ward 
Elementary School. 

Frank’s plans to go to Missouri, 
so he took Mary and their 
two children to Pleasant Hill. 
Leaving Mary a “widow” and 
the children without a father, 
Frank left his family in the 
care of the Shakers. 

Over time, Mary embraced 
the Shaker community and 
them, her. She took on the 
Shaker life which called for 
equality for women, celibacy, 


simple living, seeking salva¬ 
tion, and living communally. 
She began teaching again, and 
for 27 years, she educated the 
young women at Pleasant Hill. 

Like the rest of America, 
Pleasant Hill was changed 
forever by the Civil War. With 
the battle coming to their back 
door, the Shakers did what they 
could to help the hungry and 
wounded soldiers, but they 
refused to involve themselves 
in the politics of the war. 

In the end, Mary was the last 
of the Pleasant Hill Shakers. 
She died on March 29,1923, in 
the Center Family House and 
was buried in the cemetery at 
Pleasant Hill. 

Janet Scott portrays Mary 
Settles for Kentucky Chautau¬ 
qua. Scott graduated summa 
cum Laude with honors in the¬ 
ater from Columbia University. 
She studied acting with Stella 
Adler and had a 30-year profes¬ 
sional career in theater in New 
York. 

The program is a presenta¬ 
tion of the Kentucky Humani¬ 
ties Council, with local sponsor¬ 
ship provided by the Lawrence¬ 
burg Woman’s Club. 

Admission is free and open 
to the public.

Bearcat-Dragon 
matchup sets up 
unbelievability 

Y ou can try all you want, but 

nothing that will happen when 
Anderson County and South 
Oldham tangle Friday night will top 
the last time the teams met. 

I guess it would be possible but 
finding a football game to top that 
one on the unbelievable scale - from 
1 to 10, it was a 15 - will be about like 
finding someone that 
can act better than Tom 
Hanks, rock better than 
Mick Jagger or tickle a 
fiddle better than Charlie 
Daniels. 

You might find one, 
but just don’t count on it. 

Kickoff is set for 7:30 
p.m. 

A year ago, I was sim¬ 
ply in awe of how Ander¬ 
son pulled out a 38-37 win 
in Crest wood after trail¬ 
ing 37-10 late in the third 
quarter. 

“It was an unforgettable game,” 
is how Anderson senior Matt Sprage 
remembers it. 

Of course, saying that one was 
unforgettable is akin to saying Guy 
Fieri’s hair sticks out. It’s a monumen¬ 
tal understatement. 

But we’ll forgive Sprague on that 
one since he saved the day last year 
by breaking up a fourth-down pass 
inside the final two minutes. 

“Last year that was unbelievable. 
That was a fantastic football game. 
They played a great first half, we 
played a great second half,” Anderson 
coach Mark Peach remembers. 

It wasn’t exactly that way, though. 
At the break Anderson led 10-7, but 
just over 10 minutes into the second 
half, South was up 37-10 and making 
preparations for its first-ever home 
playoff game. 

Instead, Anderson recovered. Liter¬ 
ally. 

The Bearcats successfully executed 
two onside kicks to score three touch¬ 
downs between South Oldham posses¬ 
sions. Then when Anderson finally 
took the lead on a 3-yard pass from 
Seth Carmichael to Blake Curtsinger - 
it was on fourth down as well, believe 
it or not - there was the odd feeling 
that the Bearcats might have scored 
too early, since 4:33 remained. 

Typing out this column more than 
a year later, I still don’t believe what 
I saw that night. But what it boiled 
down to was that if Anderson did not 
somehow find a way to score 28 points 
in a little over seven minutes on Oct. 
15,2010, the Bearcats probably would 
not be ranked in Class 5A’s Top 10 this 
year. There would have been no dis¬ 
trict championship or regional final 
last fall. 

Without that victory, Anderson 
could have been looking a No. 4 seed 
- and the trip to top-ranked John Har¬ 
din - squarely in the eye. Of course, 
that’s looking at a lot of “what ifs” 
that never happened. What can’t be 
denied is how big that one really was. 

And now, with everything on the 
line, the stakes are actually a bit big¬ 
ger. Realignment has taken these 
teams, which were district foes from 
2007-2010, and separated them. But 
what it means is that the stakes are 
actually higher this time around. 

The winner will move on for 
another game. The loser will meet 
early next week, turn in the equip¬ 
ment and start playing basketball, 
wrestling, swimming or lifting 
weights. 

History says Anderson will be play¬ 
ing again on Nov. 11. The Bearcats 
have played the Dragons seven times 
over the years and have won every

Trent wins individual title at world tourney

When it comes to Kenzie Trent and 
her sport, you might just say she is on 
target. 

At least she was during the World 
Championship Tournament, held at 
the ESPN World of Sports in Orlando, 
Fla. last month. 

The Anderson County Middle 
School student scored 284 points out 
of 300 with 19 tens, or bullseyes. She 
finished one point better than Natalie 
Owens, of Hayden Elementary, located 
in Jennings County, Ind. Owens had 18 
tens. 

Trent won a new Genesis bow for 
her efforts. 

Trent, now a seventh-grader, com¬ 
peted on the school’s elementary team 
as the competition was the culmina¬ 
tion last year’s schedule. It was her first 
year of competitive archery, but she 
got her first taste of handling a bow 
while hunting with her father, Kenny 
Trent. 

Kenzie says she joined the Anderson 
team “because of my love for shooting 


the bow. Then as I became more part of 
the team, they all became like a second 
family.” 

At Orlando, Trent finished shooting 
her 30 arrows on Friday, Oct. 7, but had 
to wait until Saturday to see the results 
as three teams, including Hayden, still 
had to shoot. “Several people had told 
us she was up there,” said Kenzie’s 
mother, Jenny Trent. “We didn’t know 
until all the scores were in.” 

Trent had posted her championship 
score by going through her familiar 
routine. “She said a little prayer, then 
cleared out her mind and got in her 
zone,” her mother said. Kenzie did that 
with shots from 10 meters, then 15. 

“She has actually scored higher in 
practice,” Jenny Trent said. “The last 
two months, she has stayed in the 
280s.” 

Trent’s finish not only won the 
elementary division but was 19th best 
of all females in Orlando. 

Still looking for that first hunting

Carmichael bests 
touchdown pass mark

LEBANON - Lexington on an 
August evening seemed so far from the 
football field at Marion County High 
School last Friday night but things had 
almost come full circle for Anderson 
County. 

“They have speed, speed and more 
speed,” Anderson coach Mark Peach 
had said in the days leading up to last 
week’s game. It was almost verbatim 
what he had said about the season 
opener at Bryan Station. 

But unlike a shellacking by more 
than three touchdowns, as in the open¬ 
er, the Bearcats found a way to prevail 
against a team blessed with good ath¬ 
leticism. Anderson never trailed, but 
held off several challenges in a 42-33 
win. 

Like Bryan Station, Marion was a 
team much better than its resume 
might indicate. Only 3-6 heading in 
the the season finale, the reason was 
readily apparent. “They have played 
a really tough schedule,” Anderson 
senior Matt Sprague said. 

Peach added, “They had played 
Boyle County and Lexington Catholic 
and they had not put Marion away 
until the second half. We knew this 
was going to be a challenge.” 

The week before, Marion trailed 
Catholic 14-6 at the half before losing 
41-18. 

But Friday, Anderson’s growth was 
apparent too. On a night when condi¬ 
tions were right for the Bearcats to be 
upset, they never trailed. When Marion 
made any of its numerous challenges, 
the Bearcats answered, whether it was 
in blocking an extra point or putting 
together a 13-play, 79-yard drive lead¬ 
ing to the game-clinching touchdown 
inside the last two minutes. 

“I am proud of the guys in how 
they responded, how they were able to 
rebound. They found a way to put it 
away in the second half,” Peach said. 

The final drive came after Marion 


had cut the Bearcats’ lead to 35-33. 
Threatened with stalling at the Marion 
33, Anderson quarterback Seth Car¬ 
michael connected with Ethan Kelly, 
who made a spectacular grab, for a 25- 
yard pickup on fourth-and-10 with just 
under three minutes to play. 

Four plays later, on fourth-and-goal 
at the one, Kelly followed blockers 
Travis Phillips and Ross Cox to the end 
zone on a sweet. Bill Roses’s extra point 
put things out of Marion’s reach. 

“On the fourth down play, I was sup¬ 
posed to read the play. When they were 
inside, we were to go outside with the 
sweep,” Carmichael said. 

“He checked out into the sweep,” 
Kelly said of Carmichael. “It was wide 
open.” 

Carmichael hit on 17 of 29 passes for 
294 yards. Seven different Anderson 
players hauled in throws from Carmi¬ 


chael. He threw four touchdown passes 
to eclipse the school record he shared 
with his predecessor, Jacob Russell. Car¬ 
michael now has 30 scoring tosses and 
2,393 yards this year with at least one 
playoff game to play. 

Kelly also caught a pair of touch¬ 
down passes and ran for another score 
while sophomore Ross Cox ran for a 
touchdown and turned a spectacular 
catch into a 65-yard score. 

The Bearcats finished the regular 
season at 8-2 and will be favored to 
extend their year when they host 
South Oldham in the first round of the 
state Class 5A playoffs Friday night. 

At Marion, Anderson played like 
the veteran club it is. Despite appear¬ 
ing to be a tad out of sync at times, 
the Bearcats rolled up 441 yards. They

Questions and answers for modern gun deer season

Modern gun season for 
deer, the highlight of the 
fall hunting calendar, opens 
Nov. 12, 2011. Hunters often 
wonder about rules and 
regulations concerning deer 
hunting. Here are some fre¬ 
quently asked questions about 
Kentucky’s most popular big 
game hunting season: 

Q: Does modern gun season 
for deer open on Nov. 12 every 
year? 

A: No. It opens statewide 
on the second Saturday in 
November. The actual date 
changes annually due to cal¬ 
endar shift. 

Q: How long is modern gun 
season open? 

A: Kentucky’s 120 counties 
are divided into four deer 
management zones. Counties 
in Zones 1-2 have a 16-day sea¬ 
son (Nov. 12-27) and there’s a 
10-day season in the counties 
of Zones 3-4 (Nov. 12-21). 

Q: How many bucks can a 
hunter take during modern 
gun season? 

A: All hunters have a bag 
limit of one antlered deer per 
season, no matter what they 
hunt with (modern gun, bow, 
crossbow, or muzzleloader), 
or the seasons they choose to 
hunt. 

Q: How many antlerless deer 
(does) can a hunter take dur¬ 
ing modern gun season? 

A: In the Zone 1 counties, 
hunters may take an unlimit¬ 
ed number of antler less deer. 
There’s no “daily” bag limit 


on deer. 

In Zones 2-4, the combined 
bag limit for all deer seasons 
is four deer. Hunters are 
reminded that in the Zone 4 
counties, antlerless deer may 
not be taken during modern 
gun season. 

Q: How do hunters check in 
the deer they take during mod¬ 
ern gun season? 

A: Hunters now have three 


Telecheck options: The first is 
to call (800) CHK-GAME (245- 
4263). The second and third 
options are online. 

Visit the department’s 
website at fw.ky.gov from a 
home computer or laptop, or 
a phone with a web browser, 
and follow the prompts. All 
deer taken in Kentucky must 
be Telechecked. 

Q: Can hunters use archery 


gear or muzzleloaders during 
modern gun season for deer? 

A: Yes; any legal rifle, hand¬ 
gun, bow, crossbow or muzzle- 
loader may be used. All deer 
hunters must wear hunter 
orange clothing and must fol¬ 
low all firearm season restric¬ 
tions, zone guidelines and 
other hunting requirements. 

Q: A 30-year old resident 
who is new to hunting wants 


to know what license and per¬ 
mits are required for modern 
gun deer season. A co-worker 
invited him to hunt on their 
family’s farm. 

A: Kentucky residents must 
purchase an annual hunting 
license and deer permit. Addi¬ 
tionally, anyone born on or 
after Jan. 1,1975 must carry a 
valid hunter education course 
completion card while hunt¬ 
ing. 

Anyone hunting for the 
first time is also eligible 
to buy a hunter education 
exemption permit. 

This permit allows appren¬ 
tice hunters to hunt for one 
year without a hunter educa¬ 
tion card. The permit requires 
its holder to hunt with a 
licensed, adult hunter who 
meets the hunter education 
requirement. 

Q: Where can a hunter get 
more information about Ken¬ 
tucky’s deer seasons? 

A: A summary of Ken¬ 
tucky’s deer season dates, a 
list of counties in the various 
management zones and other 
important laws can be found 
in the 2011-12 Kentucky Hunt¬ 
ing and Trapping Guide, a 66- 
page booklet that’s available 
wherever licenses are sold. 
Also, deer season regulations 
are posted online at fw.ky.gov.

found the end zone six 
of the seven times they 
crossed midfield and 
Anderson took advan¬ 
tage of the few mistakes 
Marion made. 

For the most part, the 
Bearcats made the plays 
when they had to and lit¬ 
erally did from the open¬ 
ing kickoff. That’s when 
Marion, for unknown 
reasons, simply made 
no play on Rose’s pooch 
kickoff. The Bearcats 
recovered the free ball 
at the Marion 35 and five 
playes later Carmichael 
found Kelly open for a 
touchdown.

Collins scored with 
46.5 seconds to play to 
down Anderson County, 
20-14, in the junior var¬ 
sity football conference 
championship game last 
Monday. The game was 
played at Daniel Field, 
long the home of the old 
Shelby ville High School 
teams. 

Anderson opened and 
closed the season the 
same way, with a loss to 
Collins. Collins took the 
season opener in over¬ 
time. In between, Ander¬ 
son strung together 
seven straight victories. 

The Bearcats still 
managed to find the 
end zone early. Run¬ 
ning back Chris Toomey 
scored from five yards 
out with 2:48 left in the 
first quarter. Joe Rose, 
released by his doctor to 
return to play only a few 
hours earlier, put the PAT 


through the uprights and 
the Bearcats lead 7-0. 
Both teams played tough 
on the defensive side 
of the ball and the first 
half ended with only the 
one score.
